It is now believed, as hioted in these
telagrams a day or two ago, that Mr, Blaine
bad some time since informed the Marguis
Imperisli, in charge of the legation bere,
that the reply would be fortheowing by the
date of vesterday or to-day, that Imperiali

cabled this information to Rudini, that
Eudini let it out to some of his official as-
sociates, and that they started the threat
that the reply whieh was promised might

sre= to be in respones to the sssertad threal
of the Government
No Official Threat Fyer Recefved.

Certainly no official information was ever
received by the Uuited States Government
ecoptaining even s bint that if a reply were
not received by a certain date all diplomatic
relations would cease.  Certainly, also, ITm-
periali knew ten days ago thst the reply
wonld be presented to him at aboot the time
of the departure of the I’resident on his tour.

The reply was given to the press early this
evening, but its natgre came to be known to
a very tew of the officials of the administra-
tion w-wight.

“‘Rome, March 24 1891—Italian Minister,
Washingion: Our req to the Fedeml
Government are very simple. Some Italian
subjects acguitted by the Awmerican magistrates
have been murdered in prison while under the
mumediate protection of the anthorities. Our
right therefore 1o demnand and obtain the pun-
is of the murd and an indemnity
for the vietims Is unquestionable. 1 wish to
add that the public opinion in Italy is justly
impatient, and If provisions were not at once
taken I should find wyself in the painful neces-
sity of showing openly oar dissatisfaction by
recalling tue Minister of His Majesty from a
country where heis unable to obtain justice.

Blaine Calls It a Back-Down.

“These words are precisely those which 1
quotad in my former note, and I am directed
by the President to express the satisfaction of
this Government with the very maserial guall-
fication of the demand made by the Marquis
Rudini on behalf of the Italian Government
You quote in your note another partof the
Marquis Kudisl's telegram of April 2 in these
words: "Meanwhile His Majesty's Government
takes note of the declaration whereby the Fed-
eral Government recognlzes that an indemnity
is due to the families of the victims in wirtue
of the treaty in force between the two coun-
tries

“If the Margms Radini will earefully exam-
ine my note of April 1 he will discover that L
did not ‘recognize that an indemnity is due to
the families of the victims in wirtue of the
treaty Io foroe between the two conniries’
What I did say was in answer to Baron Fava's
assertion that the United States Governmens
refused to take the demand for indemnity into
coasideration. I guote my reply: *The United
States, so far from refusing, has disiinctly
recoguized the principle of Indemsity to
those Italian subjects who may have
been wrongea by n viclation of the rights
secured to them under tho treaty with the
Unitod States concloded February 26, 1871."

_“The Marquis Rodioi may be nssured thatthe
United Stales wonld recompense every Italian
subjact whoe might be wronged by a viclation ol
& treaty to which the faith of the Umited
States is pledged. Bot this assurance leaves
uusettied the ques:ion whether the treaty has
vesn violated. pon this point the Presidont,
with sufficient facts placed before bim, has taken
full time for deocision.. He pow dirmots that
certain considerations on the general subject
be submitted to the j enl of the Italian
Goverument. Asa t of great valne
to the ease under discussion, the Presiden: re-
calls the conclusion matmtained by Mr. Web-
ster iu 165l when hs was Becretary of Siate
under President Fillmore, In August of that

A Little Difficalty With Spain.

*In conssquence of these depredations of the
mob upon the property of the Spanish Gonsul,
as well as against the Spanish subjects, Don
Calderon de Is Parcs, the Minister of Bpain,
demanded Indemnification for all the losses,
both official and personal, Mr. Webster ad-
mitted that the Spanish Consul was entitled to
indemnity, and assured the Spanish Minister
thut if the injured Consul, Mr. Laborde, shall
raturno to bis post, or any other Consul for New
Orleans shall be appointed by Her Catlolic
Majesty's Governmeunt, the oficers of this
Government resident in that city will be in-
structed 1o receive apd treat bim with t
and with a National salate to the flag of his
ship, if he shali arrive in a Spanish vessel, as a
d ation of r such as may signify
to him and to his Governmont the sense enter-
tained by the Government of the United States
of the gross injostice done to his predecessor
by a lawless mob, as well as the ndignicy and
insult offered by it tos foreign Btate with
wlhich the United States are, and wish ever to
remain, on werms of the most respectful and
pacific intercourse,

“But when pressed by the Spanish Minister
to atford indemnity to Bpanish subjects injured
by the mob in common with American citizens
Mr. Wet declined to je to the demand,
and gave bis reasons as follows: ‘This Govern-
ment supposes thatthe rights of the Spanish
Consal, a public officor residing bere under the
protection of the United States Government,
areé quite different from those of the Spanish
subjects who have come intothe country to
mingle with our citizens and bhere to pursus
their private business and objeats. The former
may claim special indemnity: the latter are en-
titled to snch protection as is afforded our own
clitizens, Wh therefore, the losses of indi-
viduals, private Spanish subjects, are greatly
1o be regrettod, yet it is understood that many
American citizens suffersd equal losses from
the same cause, and these private individuals,
subjects of her Uatholic Majesty., coming vol-
untarily to reside in the United States, have
certainly no cause for compiaint if they ars
protected by the same laws and the same ad-
soinistration of law as native. citigens of
this country. They have, in fact, some advan.
tages over citizens of the State in which the
bappen to be, inasmach a5 they are enabl
until they become citiens themselves, to pros.
ecute lor any injuries done to thelr persons or
property lu the courts of the United States or
the State courts at thelr election.®

The Generosity of Congress.

"It is proper, however, to add that two years
after Mr. Webster wrote the foregoing note,
Congress, In recognition of certain magnani-
mwous conduet on the partof the Quesn of
Spain in pardons bestowed upon Americans
who had unjustifiably Invaded the island of
Cuba, enacted a joint resolution, approved by
President Fillmore, March 8, 1853, the last day
of his term, indemnifying the Spanish Consul
and other Spavish subjects for the losses sus.
tained in the New Orleans mob of 185l. The
cupsiderations on which this resolntion was
passed were held not to contravene the
vosition of Mr. Webster, shared also by -
dent Fillmore,

“The right to judicial remedy which Mf..,
Waebster assured to the B snbjects is
likewise assured to the Itallan subjects. The
snbject is spuhlnlly gusranteed in the second
secilon of the third srticle of the Constitution,
Andns Mr. Webster points oug, the resident
alien basa privilege which is denled to the
citizen. The widows and chilaren of the oiti-
reus who lost thelr lives by mob violence may
sue the leaders and members of the mob only
in the courts of the State of Louislana, while
the widows and children of the Italian subjects
who suffered death bave the right to sue esch
memharhaf :lhu: 5-:;&. not only in the State
courts, but ore the tribunals
for the districs of Louisiana,
fael fastifted n PeRcing to ths.

“The forelgn resident must be content in
such cnses to share the same rodress that is
affered by the law to the citizen, and has no
just cavse of complaint or right to ask the in-
terposition of his country, if the courts ars
equally open to him for the redress of his in-
jurles. The treaty in the first, second, third,
anfl, notably, in the twenty-third articles, clear-
Iy limxts the rights guaranteed to the citisens
of the contracting powers in the terrilory of
each 10 egual treatment, and to {ree agcess to
the courts of justice, Foreign remdents are
vot made s favored olass. It is mot believed
that litaly would desire a more stringent con-
struotion of her duty under the treaty. Where
thewjury inflicted upon a foreign resident is
not the act of the Government or lis officers,
but of an individaal or of a mob, it is believed
that no elaim for indemnity can justly be made
unless it shall be made to uemr that the pub-
lic authorities charged with the peace of the
community have connived at the unlawful act,
or, baving timely notice of the threatened dan-
ger, linve beon gullty of such gross negligence
in taking the neocessary precautious as o
amount to cosnivance. .

“If, therefore, it shonld appear that mmong
those km.dthz the mob at New Orleans thers
were some ltallan subjects who were resident
or domiciled in that city, agreeably to our
treaty with Italy and not in violation of onr
immigration laws, and who were nbaunf in the

of the United Btates and obeying the
aws thereof and of the State of Loulsiana,
and that the public officers charged with the
duty ot protecting life and property in that
city connived at the work ot the mob. or upon
proper notice of information of the threatened
danger fafled to take any steps for the preser-
wvation of the public peace, and afierward to
bring the guilty to trial, the President would,
nonder snch ¢iréumstan fee! that a case was
established that should submitted to the
coosideration of Congress with a view to the
reliel ol the families of the Italian subjects
who hxd lost their lives by lawless violance.

Seward’s private sanitarinm at Goshen, and
she will remain there for ithe present,
She speat an  hour or two this
afternoon with Abe Hummel, her
lawyer, and whi'a there she described
with characteristic wvigor some of the
iniquities which she says have been
heaped upon her. Sne has apparently re-
gained her bodily healih, which she says
was much impaired at the time of her com-
mitment to the asylum.

Bhe insists that she was dragged from her
home and imprisoned without any shadow
of justification, and she has lost none of
her bitter resentment against her sister,
Susan, for her course in the matter., Miss
Dickinson was asked what motive her sister
could have had in causing her Incarceration,
“] don’t know,'” she said;*“the trial will de-
velop that, I will tell you one thing, however,
and that 18, my sister has been a semi-mad
womnan for vears."

“What sywmptoms of Ipsanity has she

shown

“Ihe trial will show, I'1l prove itthen. I
hope Mr. Hummel will smite these people with
the sword of the Lord and of Gideon.

Paris, April 15.—It is seldom that the
Neavieme chamber de la police correction-
able is honored by such a distingnished aun-
dience as.assembled there this atternoon to
witness the trial of Leopold Grabame, the
director, and Blondean, the musnager of
Galignanis Messenger upon the charge of
baving libeled Mr. John W. Mackay, of
american bonanza fame,

It was the question of this particular
libel that attracted this erowd, but it has
been understood for some time past that, in
this case, an effort would be made to fasten
on Mr. Bonynge the suthorship of the long-
talked-of onslaughts, libels and calumnies
that have so persistently poured on the
heads of Mr. and Mrs. Mackay, The host
of sensation seekers was not disappointed,
for a more interesting afterncon has seldom
been passed in the Palais de Justice.

The case was called at 2:30 o’clock, when
both Grahame and Blondeau took their seats
in chairs provided for them immediately
under the Judge’s desk. Grahame appesred
greatly agitated. Lo cases of this kind the
mode of procedure in France differs widely
from America. Witoesses are seldom
called upon, the mecte d’Accusation being
sustained by sworn facts and afidavits
which the connsel brilliantly expounds and
explains.

Mackay Hasn Good Luwyer.

In this case Mr. Mackay had provided
himself with a counsel in the person of Mr.
Leon Clery, one ot the most eloguent ad-
vocates st the French bar. Mr. Clery opened
the case by apologizing for going so far
back, but be should review Mr. Mackar's
life from the begioning., This he didin a
simple, telling way.

RESULTS OF AN INQUIRY.

The Punishment in Many Cases
Declared to Have Been Bratal.

NEARLY A HUNDRED LASHES GIVEN

A Radical Difference Found Batween Theory
and Practice,

STATEMENTS FROM LOCAL OFFICIALS

(FHOM A STAFF CORRESFONDENT.]

HarrisBure, April 16.—The report of
Ellwood O. Wagenhurt, an sgent detailed
by the joint commission to 1nvestigate the
charities and corrections of the State, to in-
spect the Morgansa, shows a bad eondition
of affairs in that institution.

Mr. Wagenhurt says that in buildiags,
equipment and location the Morganza leaves
little to be desired. The schoolrooms are
as well equipped as the best in the Btate,
The bedrooms are well aired, lighted and

heated, but some are excessively crowded.
The beds are elean and the clothiog changed

weekly.
The bathing afrangements are rude and
uncomfortable, the 50 or 60 boys im o

two feet of water, the water being un-
changed. The clothing appears sufficient,
but the inspector objects to the boys being
compelled to work out of doors in summer
without shoes. The dining rooms are bare
and uoattroctive.

Ohjections to the Bill of Fare

The breakfasts and suppers consist of tea,
bread and molasses, butter being served in-
stead of molasses three times a week, Meat
is served at dinner four times a week, soup
on the other three. Vegetables from the
garden are served in season. Boys com-
plained of the quality of the food and the
unclean way in which it was prepared. The
Indusirial Department is admirable, brush-
making, tailoring and shoemaking being
the principal occupations

The Inspeclor complains that boys of 10
or 11 years, engaged in brusk making, were
compelled to finish their tasks with hands
and fingers absolutely raw. The work done
in the farm gave excellent opportunity to
learn every branch of farming,

Mr. Wagenburi emphatically protests
agsinst the extreme disciplinary methods
used. Whippings are inflicted which can
only be characterized as brutal, first
information was received from comvicts in
the Weatern Penitentiary, who had first
been at Morganza. Convict Sweeny, No.
8817 had been in Morganga from 1885 to
1887, He asserted that cruel whinpings for
shgot s were infiloted with

and supplied with rubber ends, Sweeny
said the penitentiary was “heaven compsared
with Morpgaosa.” A female prisoner who
bad besn sent to the penitentiary for at-
tempting to burn Morganss, said she had
done it from sheer desperation.

Hisoffense had
been talking in the dormitory. Willlams, aged
16, showed groat ridges cus on his back and
sides, from which the biood had been drawn.
